"Who's lliL" bd.vs?" Tlial pcr.slsleiit QiicsLlon 
has bolhcrctl nlmosl iwery tfovcrnnicnL 
agenf^y, m one time or another, since llic war 
began. Puzzling over the nnswer lias caused 
a lot ot lieiidaches In Waslilnglon, and mosl 
ot tiic recent ones have .sptHed on the fur- 
rowed brow or ^imcr Davis, director of llie 
ofricc of war Information, 

Lately Mr, Davis has had two twinges. Less 
than a week after he issued a plea to the 
agencies for uniformity of policy and pro- 
nouncement, the OPA and the WPB and the 
Solid Fuels Administration were going round 
and round In the same old way, OPA said 
soft coal would be subject to coupon ration- 
ing. WPB said It didn't approve of that at all. 
Solid Fuels said no clinngc would be made 
In soft coal distribution, OPA .said H wa; 
Inc right ahead with the coupon pliin. "Who'.s 
the boss?" 

Then a more severe pain hit Mr. DavLs. In 
the process ol tightening u|» the OWI"s over- 
sea.s operntlon.s. he asked Robert E. .Sherwood, 
the overseas director, to dismiss lliree ot his 
executives. Mr. Sherwood wouldn't. 

Mr. Davis took his troubles to the President, 
and finally won that round. The tliree men 
resigned. But the fundamental trouble still 
remained. 

In this case the question of "Who's the 
boss?" antedates Mr. Davis and OWI. and 
goes back to the days when Col. William 
Donovan and Archibald MacLelsh were run- 
ning government Information and propa- 
ganda. 

Since before Pearl Harbor, Mr, Sherwood 
has been In charge of the over.scas operation, 
and has made many of the policy and opera- 
tional decisions himself. Today his branch 
of O'WI Is allotted 03 per cent of the OWI 
budget. Yet Mr, Davis l.s nominally over him 
In policy ninlter.s. even thou^th he administers 
only the shriveled arm of the domestic 
branch, 

Mr. Sherwood Is an old and Intimate friend 
of the President, with easy access to the 
White House. Mr. Davis Is no sort of poli- 
tician, and his Whlti House visits in recent 
months have been few. Both men are earnest, 
sincere, and full of ide^q. Both Sherwood 
the playwright and Davis tho Journalist are 
brilliant In their respectlvf; fields. But neither 
has had any large-scale administrative 
perlonce before coming to OWI. 

The two squabbles refp/red to here are 
only the latest manifestations of a recurring 
confusion that arises from divided authority 
and lack of authority. Mr, Roosevelt has 
spanked the squabbllnE agencies and of' 
Ilclals. Mr. Davis has chlded them. Perhaps 
a dllferent and more constructive approach 
would work bettor. 

Most of us hope something will be done, 
A certain amount of confusion Is Inevitable, 
but there has been more than a "certain 
amount," It won't lose the war. but It won't 
hasten the winning of It. And darned If It 
Isn't annoying.
